armed first, and when they will sail, 
will be kept secret in order to avoid 
endangering the lives of Americans 
aboard them. 
President Wilson issued the .nec- 
essary orders yesterday in the belief 
that he has ample executive power 
without special authorization 
from 
congress. 
Simultaneously, however, 


he called congress to meet in special 
session April 16, to be in position 
to support .;him, if necessary.

Natural- 
ly there is talk of the form ot gov- 
ernment that may be adopted, but 
that is getting ahead of the game. 
If a commission is elected, it will be 
the business of the commission to 
determine the form and to plan the 
details of operation. In a number 
of Ohio cities this has already been 
done, and the Xewark commission 
will have the advantage, not only 
of the debates in the various com- 
missions, but also of the actual ex- 
perience oft the cities in operating 
under the special charters. 


As a general proposition, a move- 


ment for a special city charter is a 
good thing. 
It centers the attention 


of the people on the business of city 
government, on the value of good 
methods and the 
supreme impor- 


tance sof having good men in office. 
If a city has fallen into a rut of of- 
ficialdom, or is 
suffering from the 


stagnation of public interest in pub- 
lic affairs, the talk of a charter is 
calculated to lift it out and demon- 
strate to every citizen that the pub- 
lic business is his business and that 
he ought to attend to it. 


And that, after all, is the- great- 


est of the advantages of such dis- 
cussions. 
Forms may be improved, 


but none of them is self-operative. 
There must always be the motive 
power of a wide-awake and right-
